Out iu the Coli. 

The foolUb rejection by Nowfonod- 
Und ot the liberal terms of nnien offered 
by the Dominion GoverameDt niupt be 
known to the reader. It is doabtlesa 
also kuoyrn now, that the olecticn 
which brought the anti-Oonfederato 
party into power, and, oonaequently, 
overthrew the union Bohenae which bad 
been negoiatod by tbe Administrator, 
was carried by moans of the most un- 
BcrupalouB miBropresentation, misre- 
preseDtation bo palpable that aone bot an 
ignorant and suporatitionB people, one 
would imagine, could be in danger of 
falling victims io it. The common peo- 
pie wero told that tho terrible Canadiana 
would malliply their lasoB and mako of 
thorn howors cf wood and drawers of 
water, Uio raalog would be drafted nwny 
to fight tho batllca of CanaJn, ilieir 
babies would bo subjeotod tii a i)oll tux, 
and, if Iho stutometu of cue nowspupcr 
c jrrespondent is lo be believed, tho mulo 
children would bo killed and the fo- 
malen would bo raviahcd. In a 
word, these ignorant, auperatitious 
and misguided people appear to 
have been led to believe that 
it tho Island should become a 
part of tbe Dominion, their lot would 
be no better than thnt of the Hebrows 
in Egypt under iho regime of ibo Pha- 
raohs who know not Joseph, it has 
been seen, loo, how uiloiiy selfish and 
aupatriotic was tho luotivo by which 
the Anli-Couiodorai03 appear to have 
been chiefly actuated. Bennott & Co. 
a wealthy company, were larnoly in- 
Blrumeatal in brin^] about the over- 
throw of tho Coiitodoratioii schtiuio. 
Holding a mineral land grant of enor- 
mouB value upon a tenure whioh they 
bad reason to fear would not stand the 
icrutiny of tho law oUioerB of the Do- 
minion, they Bot themselveB to work 
with a zeal worthy of a bolter causo to 
defeat Coufudoration. And it has boon 
seen that tboy wero only tuo successful. 
• Marry iu husto and repent at leisure," 
ia no more true than ' Rtjeet in haliio 
and repent at leituro.' JNowfouudland 
- has bad eten already time to repont ot 
her foolUh rejection of Contedoraiion, 
and a reaction is Betting i" whioti pio- 
mises at no distant day either to buil 
tho prflBent iliniatry from place and 
power, or compel them to accept tlio 
Eituali'oa and become OonfederationisiH 
That the policy adopted by the Impe- 
rial anthoritios towards tliat Province 
bag had some share in bringing nbout a 
obaogo in public soulimeut cannot bo 
denied. The Imperial Government has 
taken care to let the reoaleiirant Island- 
era feel that they mast expect no fa- 
▼ore, bnt rather a eold and severe neg- 
lect 80 long as they ohooso to thwart 
tbe Imperial will and policy by remain- 
ing out of GonfedfTQtion. liennotL\r 
Qovernment and Karl Kimborly have 
beoD continuing tlio correspondence com> 
menced by Barl Granville with reguru 
to the withdrawal of the garrison frota 
St John, and Eiirl Kimborly hrnily <id- 
herea lo the position taken by bib pre- 
decessor. Dirtappoiuted in this, tlio 
iJewfonudlanders meekly requested tl)e 
favor ot having British guuboatsin tiio 
harbor of St Johns, but. were denied 
even that boon by the hard-hearted Ad- 
. jairalty, The colonisia fuel very sore 
orer all ibis; but they are evidently iii 
a more aubdaed mood. An intelligent 
correspondent admits that, in foolibbly 
obstructing tho Imperial policy by tbe 
rejection of Confederation, the colonists 
have dsserved their fate. From oth;;r 
BOorces the feeling manifested by thin 
correspondent is clearly shown to bo 
the fooling of the misses; and having 
at length become conviuc.'d that the 
letlled pulley of tho Imperiul Govern- 
ment is that Newfoundland, in com- 
mon with all the other British 
posaesBions in North America hIuiII be 
comprised within tho Dominion, tbey 
are now seriously turning tovvurdn (Jon- 
federation us their only hopii and, in- 
deed, their trae good. ' In fact/ Hnyt n 
well-informed contemporary, Hhero m 
row a complete revuleion of loelmg on 
that question; and it is very i)rob;iljlu 
that if the question were now Hubraiituii 
to the people, reasonablo terinH being 
held out, tho verdict would bo Itio re. 
verso of that reoordod at tho taut oluc- 
lionB.' Tho little Island of Priuco Ed, 
ward is very much iu the aamo puaiiion. 
Would it not he true wisdom on the 
part of the people of British Columbia 
to take warning from Hticb instances as 
these? Good terms have been oUered 
to this colony— lerniK inlioiioly moru 
liberal tiian wero oll'orud to either ol 
thu Allaniio Provinces just referred to. 
II these terms sho.ild be rejected th.re 
exists not tho gligluost hopo of getting 
better nor have Uritinli Coluinbiiuis tlio 
slightest rouBon to e.-jpect tliiit they wi.l 
find more la^ior atDowuing-strooL liimi 
the Newfoundlaudets have exporieocid. 
The people are now udmODlshed to re- 
ject Confederation upon an Impossihlo 
issue, and they are told that wiiheut it 
they can, under the now conHtitution, 
sweep the noii-elociivo cleiiiuiit Iroin iljo 
LfgiHlaiive IliillN and obtain full con- 
trol oi their own .ilTalM. Ee who unyH 
BO is a duouivor— the most dangerous 
enemy of the people* Jjot the oolouiris 
reject ihese terms nod the Coonoll may 
pass sheaves of measures taking nio.o 
bower lo tho people, bnt th.y will n. vor 
receive the Hiinoiion eiilier id the U jv- 
ornor or of biH Suvereign. -No. A he- 
▼ore letting aloue, cola neglect, and a 
heartlMB ntwl ot every oonoesiioa or 



mitigation of their condition is tho Im« 
uerial Boboolmaster by whom the oolo- 
nislB will ^e taiight on whioh eido their 
broirl is buttered should they insanely 
follow tho advice of ono who has al- 
ready deceived thuin onco too often, 
and reject better terms than are likely 
over to be offered again. And the de- 
lay '/ Can British Columbia afford to 
indulge a freak which must Involve 
youra of deity, willionL holding out tbe 
faintest hope ol obtaining bettor lermH ?
